Heavy, low- 
ering, threatening clouds, streaked with 
orked lightning, hung to this soulb, west 
and northwest of the clly, and the ulmos- 


hure early In Ihe evening wns hot und 
ullry, great drops of perspiration falling 
from the faces of Ihosu engaging In exer- 
clsu in t'oors. Soon nfter eighl o'clock 
Ihe storm burst upon us in all its fury, 
rniu fell in sheets, uud Iho streets at 
times lit up by vivid flashes of lightning, 
were light as day, while crash uflcr crash 
if thunder followed in quick succession, 
frightening timid people, whila the slout- 
hearted started as never before.

Lungley neigh- 
borhood, near Sbarpsburg, on the Puna 
and Springfield branch of the Ohio and 
Mississippi road, about 4 miles wesl and 
north of Taylorvilie, ut 7 o'clock Saturday 
evening, uud did great deslruclion to Hie 
and property. News of the havoc reached 
TuylurvillB soon aflar, when about !JOO 
citizens and eight physicians fioin lhat 
town immediately ularted for the scene of 
death und devastation to care for the dead 
and give uid to the injured. Mrs. Thomas 
J. Laugley wus killed outrighl; Ihe skull 
of Jobu (iessner wns fraclurcd, and he 
will die; ihe dwelling of Alonzo Culler 
wus blown lo atoms, and Iwo of hN chil- 
dren were killed. 
Among ihe injured 


were: Thomas J. Lungley and bis two 
sons, T. W. Brent/., Mr. and Mrs. Elliott 
and two children, little daughter of Kd. 
Leigh, and Mr. ahd Mrs. Watts were 
blown a quarter of a mile, locked in each 
other's arms, and were found insensible, 
cut and bruised. Muny farm houses were 
badly damaged, and hundred) of cattle, 
hordes and bogs were killed and maimed.

Fifteen or iwcnty dwelling 
houses, burns, and other farm houses arc 
leveled to the ground, and debris wan 
carried miles from where it was picked 
up by the wind, The Willow Ford bridge, 
across South Fork, la literally torn to 
atoms, and some of Ihu heavy timbers 
have been found a mile away. Live slock 
of every description can be found in all 
directions..One pitiful eight seen by your 
correspondent wns a rail driven about 4 
feet inlo the ground with a 300:pound hog 
sticking on the lop end.' The damage 
done to houses, barns, fences, wheat 
fields, timber and stock, will reach $00,- 
000. 
tjomo of the fairest portions of 


farming land in the country arc laid in 
desolation and ruin, and many families 
are left destitute of clothing, homes, and 
food, (treat trees are torn up by the 
routs and carried rods away. Horses, 
cattle, sheep and bogs are lying around, 
sonic of them being thrown agalnsl the 
ground so violently as to almost bury 
them. One horse wm found standing on 
its head in a burn; others urc run through 
wilh rails; all vurielicn of poultry are 
totally stripped of Iheir feathers, the 
whole making n most piliful and distress- 
ing sight.

appalling wretchedness, the filthy cab- 
inn, the haggard mothers, the blue-leg- 
ged und ragged children, the gaunt anc 
care-worn men, the gray-headed, wrink- 
led women, who look more like the 
witches of "Macbeth" on a stage than 
the grandmothers of comely girU in 
Mayo—I grew sick and faint at theai 
aad sights everywhere, and I mountei 
my bores and left them behind me a 
i'ast as I could gallop. 


Outside the cabins showed how doi 


peiate was tho poverty of those people. 
The thatch was old and mouldy heather 
—not iitraw—and overgrown with grass. 
The w&lls wore striped with a greenish 
oozing. Some of the cabins had no 
chimneys and no windows. Light en- 
tered only by the open door, and the 
smoke went out of a hols in the roof. 
The rental of this village in 1845 was 
£45; now it is £179 17s 5d. The Gov- 
ernment valuation is £77. 


Colonel Logan never saw in India or 


Africa—where British 
armies have 


fought so gallantly to "extend oivilwa- 
tion"—hovels more wretched, people' 
more destitute than he oan find in his 
own village of Shaheen, 
It is said that 


he has never seen it. I invite him, in 
the presence of two nations, to enter 
with ine one of these cabins on his es- 
tate. It i» the cabin of the Widow 
Kane. 
U was the last hovel we entered. 


The cabin was small, and cold and low. 
Tho walls oozod a foul dampness ; the 
iloor was wet and slippery ; the oatllc- 
pcn in the kitchen was empty ; the 
children, ten in number, were pinched 
and ragged und half naked. There was 
not a mouthful in tho wretched cabin to 
cat save what tlie hand of foreign char- 
ity haa sent there. 
Where would this 


family have been if they had depended 
on their natural protectors—the land- 
lord and the government ? l)ead from 
hunger, or begging on the streets ! No 
government officer has visited them— 
no agent of the landlord has called on 
them. The eldest girl and oldest boy 
of this poor woman arc at service, and 
they give every penny that they can 
cam to their mother. 


Wo enter the inner room. 
It was 


dark and wot and chilly. Here I saw 
steeped oatmeal; 1 tried it; it was abso- 
lutely rotten. I turned sick when I 
taned it. It had been made of the 
worst material. And yet the children 
drank it to make the Indian meal por- 
ridgo more palatable. I am not more 
easily moved, I hope, than most Amer- 
icans in the presence of human misery, 
but I could not choke baok my tears a'. 
the sight ot this distress. I gave the 
poor mother what I oould spare, and 
rode off with tears running down my 
cheeks.

The following proposition to amend 


the State Constitution, adopted at the 
aat session of th° General Assembly, 
will be submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple in November next: 


Resolved by the Senate of (lie State of 


Illinois, the llovie of Rtpreientativei 
concurring therein, That there shall be 
submitted 
to 
the 
voters 
of 


this State, at the next election for mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, t propo- 
sition to amend the eighth section of 
the tenth article ol the constitution of 
this State, that the same may read as 
follows: 
. n u 
i 
"In each country there snail be elec- 


ted the following county officers at the 
general election to be held on the Tues- 
day after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, A. D., 1882, a County Judge, 
County Clerk, Sheriff and Treasurer, 
end at tho election to be held on the 
Tuesday after the first Monday in No- 
vember, A. D., 1884, a Coroner and 
Clerk of tho Circuit Court (who may be 
ex-offieio Recorder of Deeds, exoept in 
oounties having 60,000 and more inhab- 
itants, in which County Recorder of 
Deeds shall be elected at the general 
election in 1884). Each of said offi- 
cers shall enter upon the duties of hii 
office, respectively, on the first Monday 
of December, after bis elcotion, and 
until their successors are elected and 
qualified. 
Provided, that no person 


having once been elected to the office 
of Sheriff or Treasurer shall be eligible 
to re-election to said office for four 
years after the expiration of tho term 
for which he shall have been elected. 


Tho effect of this amendment will be 


to make the terms of all county officers 
four years, thereby extending the tenure 
of the Treasurer, Sheriff and Coroner 
two years beyond that allowed under 
the present constitution. Another fea- 
ture is the division of county officers 
into two classes, who aro elected at al- 
ternate periods of two years—the firm 
class consisting 
of County Judge, 


County Clerk and Treasurer, and the 
second of Coroner and Clerk of the 
Circuit Court, with a Recorder of Deeds 
in counties having a population of 60,- 
000 or over. The Sheriff and Treas- 
urer aro also made ineligible to re-elec- 
tion, 


A point which seems so far to navo 


escaped the atte*ion of those who 
have commented upon this amendment 
is the fact that it makes no mention of 
the office of County Surveyor, which 
its adoption will have tho effect to abol- 
ish. 
This is a point which should be 


taken into consideration in voting for 
and against the proposed amendment, 
as its adoption will compel a revision of 
Chapter 133 [entitled Surveyors and 
Surveys] of tho Revised Statutes. 


That part of the amendment extend- 


ing the tenure of a part of the county 
officers, thereby diminishing tho fre- 
quency of elections, ia unquestionably 
an improvement, and should bo incor- 
porated into tho constitution, whatever 
may bit said of other featores.

say a word to the tree planUrs through 
your valuable paper in regard to water- 
ing trees. There ia a grew mistake in 
the minds of many on this subject,— 
While it is true that trees require 
moisture and without a sufficiency must 
perish, it is equally true (hat too much 
water is also certain death. There an 
classes of Uses that will Mud a great 
amount of water, while there are classes 
that will not stand nearly so much.— 
For instance,the elm, soft maple, willow, 
&o. oan grow in a very wet toil if it is 
porous. That would be death to most 
fiuit trees and evergreens. Whew in 
nature's planting do you find evergreens 
on wet land? They grow rather on 
ridges, on bl iffs and mountain* and even 
among roekp where you can hardly see 
soil for their roots. Now *hat is our 
practice of watering ? It is to keep 
them wet, yes soaking wet efery day. 
It is to turn on the hose and let it run 
in the hot sun or at any time. Did you 
over sec it rain every day all summer ? 
Did you ever see it rain with a cloudless 
sky and the sun's rays pouring down ? 
Docs not nature know how to do h« 
work? Whenever you have overwet 
the ground around your trees you have 
done them an injury. Wh»e?erjoa 
wot the foliage in bright hot sunshine 
you do a serious injury to any tree, aad 
a little persistence in this direction will 
be sufficient to kill the tree. 


Newly planted trees mustbavo water 


when it gets dry. One says, «I tended 
those trees like a siek child; I watered 
them every day, but I oonld not MI* 
them." "Yes, you killed theni with 
kindness," I say.

Mulch? 
Yes, mulob. What 


is it to mulch, or what is it best to 
mulob with ? To mulch is to cover 
over tho ground around the tree. Tho 
best mulch is made of loose earth.— 
The good farmer thus mulches his oorn. 
If you say you can't dig up jour sod and 
grass, then give them saw-dust, cinders, 
gravel, short straw, broken lime mortar, 
anything soft and porous, anything that 
wilLcontain an unlimited number of lit- 
llc air-cells. The principle is the cool- 
ed air in the cells draws moisture grad- 
ually from tho atmosphere in the sam« 
way that a glass of cold water on a hot 
day collects water on the outside of the 
•^lass from the atmosphere—not from 
the earth. The mulch hinders evapo- 
ration and draws moisture from the air. 
This is gradually going on all the time. 
To give trees water (like the Indiana 
did their prisoner who was tied to a 
tree, giving him seven hatfnlls of water 
when they were going to leave him for 
seven days) in over abundance at im- 
proper limes is a bad way to treat living 
trees, though it might not hurt dead 
one,,

some llcpublican i|uartcrs to figure on 
earryine two or three Southern Stutes 
in the Preaidential election. 
At this 


stape of the campaign we regard this 
as illusory and dangcrom. 
Whatever 


the Republican party might do under 
favorable conditions the situation must 
bo viewed as it exists, and the fact is 
there is no probability of its carrying 
any Southern State this year. There is 
no doubt that in a fair and honest elec- 
tion we have a majority in at least three 
Southern States, but as matters stand 
it is idle to expect a fair and honest 
election. 
Moreover, the 
Republican 


party no longer has an organization in 
any of these States. As SenatorDawcs 
said in a recent speech : "In no one of 
the Southern States has the llcpubli- 
can parly an organized existence, al- 
though in five at least, casting thirty- 
seven electoral votes, n Republican ma- 
jority of legal voters is as indieputablc 
as in Massachusetts or Vermont. 
In 


three of them, at the last election, that 
majority, wading through bribery and 
forgery and blood, reached the ballot- 
box and was heard. Hut all are still 


now, 
and on the next election day will 


bo as Hilcnt as tlic grave so many of 
them filled on tho last." This is a de- 
plorable state of affairs but it is true, 
aud being so, the chances are over- 
whelming that every ono of the sixteen 
Southern States with their 138 elector- 
al votes will be carried by the Democ- 
racy. A Republican victory, if won at 
all, must bo won in the North. 
The 


solid South with New York and Indi- 
ana, or with Now \orlc and twelve ad- 
ditional electoral votes irom the North, 
will give tho requisite 185 votes to 
elect a Democratic President. Under 
these circumstances wo regard it as 
timo wasted for Republicans to talk 
about carrying a single Southern State. 
Tho place for them to win is Jin the 
North, and the Stales for them to guard 
are tho two doubtful States of Now 
York and Indiami. 
To insure tho cur- 


rying of these two States they should 
have a candidate who will carry the 
whole strength ol the Republican par- 
ty 
It will not bo safe tu nominate n 


man who will antagonize any portion of 
the Republican party, or whoso oandi 
dacy shall contain any element of weak- 
ness. 
When wo say it will not be safe 


tu nominate such u man wo do not mean 
to udmit that the Republicans cannot 
succeed with any candidate, but they 
ought not to tuku any riuk. They 
should nominate tliu strongest man they 
possibly oun ; a mini who will suit nil 
Republicans and offend none, and who 
will draw strength from the opposition. 
Especially tthould they not commit tlio 
foolish and fatal error of expecting to 
carry any Southern State, thereby imi- 
tating the dog in the Cable, who lost 
substance in trying 
to cntch 
the 


shadow.
